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THOMAS  A.  YAWKEY,™,,„ 


Pictured  on  the  opposite  page,  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tom 
Yawkey,  are  six  great  Red  Sox  players  whose  playing 
days  in  Red  Sox  uniforms  bridge  the  40  years  that  Tom 
Yawkey  has  owned  the  Red  Sox  from  1933  through 
1972  . .  .Ted  Williams,  1939-1960;  Dorn  DiMaggio,  1940- 
1953;  Johnny  Pesky,  1942-1952;  Frank  Malzone,  1955- 
1965;  Carl  Yastrzemski,  1961 -etc.;  Carlton  Fisk, 
1972-etc.  The  occasion  was  a  party  on  August  26,  1972 
for  Mr.  Yawkey  celebrating  his  40  years  of  Red  Sox 
ownership. 

Only  Philip  K.  Wrigley,  who  took  over  the  leadership  of 
the  Chicago  Cubs  in  1934,  comes  close  to  the  years  of 
service  that  Tom  Yawkey  has  given  to  baseball,  and 
Tom’s  interest  in  the  Red  Sox  and  the  game  of  baseball 
is  even  more  intense  as  he  enters  his  41  st  year  of 
ownership. 

When  the  Red  Sox  lost  the  American  League  Eastern 
Division  title  by  an  eyelash  to  the  Detroit  Tigers  in 
the  final  series  of  the  1972  season,  he  was  in  Tiger 
Stadium  making  his  first  road  trip  of  many  years  with  his 
club.  That  finish,  one  half  game  off  the  top,  was  very 
disappointing  but  not  crushing,  because  the  very  next 
morning  Tom  Yawkey  began  talking  about  1973 
prospects. 

Looking  back,  he  marveled  at  the  hectic  month  of 
September  as  the  Red  Sox,  playing  the  best  baseball 
in  either  league  from  July  1  on,  came  charging  on 
desperately  trying  to  overcome  an  early  season  slump, 
injuries  to  key  personnel  in  critical  situations,  and  still 
lost  by  only  one-half  game. 

Looking  ahead  on  that  morning,  he  rewarded  manager 
Eddie  Kasko  with  a  new  two  year  contract  and  talked 
about  rookie  catcher  Carlton  “Pudge”  Fisk,  the  first 
unanimous  American  League  “Rookie  of  the  Year”, 
about  rookie  outfielder  Dwight  Evans  and  his  per¬ 
formance  in  September,  about  young  pitchers  Lynn 
McGlothen  and  John  Curtis  and  their  potential,  about 
Carl  Yastrzemski’s  hitting  in  September,  reminiscent  of 
1967,  about  Luis  Tiant’s  remarkable  comeback  as  the 
best  pitcher  in  the  league  in  the  final  three  months 
of  the  season,  about  the  pitching  of  Marty  Pattin  after 
mid-June,  and  the  other  players  who  make  the  Red 
Sox  outlook  very  bright  for  1973. 

This,  of  course,  has  been  the  hallmark  of  Mr.  Yawkey’s 
ownership  for  the  past  40  years  —  looking  forward  to 
what  is  best  for  baseball,  generally,  and  what  is  best 
for  the  Red  Sox  in  particular. 

Tom  Yawkey  was  born  in  Detroit  in  February,  1903.  As  a 
youngster  he  associated  with  Ty  Cobb,  Sam  Crawford 
and  other  stars  of  the  Detroit  Tigers  of  the  day, 
members  of  the  club  owned  by  Tom’s  uncle  and  foster- 
father,  William  Hoover  Yawkey. 

He  played  baseball  himself  at  Irving  School  and  at 
Yale  University,  as  a  student  at  the  Sheffield  Scientific 
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School.  Hall  of  Famer,  Eddie  Collins,  also  an  Irving 
School  alumnus,  became  a  close  friend  and  out  of 
that  association  came  Tom  Yawkey’s  decision  to  buy 
the  floundering  Boston  Red  Sox  franchise,  provided 
that  Collins  join  him  as  general  manager.  That  was 
February,  1933,  right  after  his  30th  birthday. 

Red  Sox  history  from  that  point  went  through  several 
stages  ...  in  the  30’s,  such  famous  names  as  Joe 
Cronin,  Jimmy  Foxx  and  Lefty  Grove  were  purchased 
from  other  clubs  and  the  Red  Sox  started  to  move 
up  ...  in  the  late  30’s  and  through  the  40’s,  came  the 
era  of  Ted  Williams,  Johnny  Pesky,  Dorn  DiMaggio, 
Bobby  Doerr  and  others,  with  a  pennant  to  show  in 
1946,  and  down-to-the  wire  finishes  in  second  place  in 
1948  and  1949  ...  in  the  50’s  the  club  invested  heavily 
in  youngsters,  trying  to  find  the  right  cast  to  surround 
Ted  Williams,  but  the  results  were  disappointing  . . . 
then  despite  second  division  finishes  in  the  early  60’s, 
behind  the  scenes  a  reorganization  was  carried  on, 


which  resulted  first  in  the  “Impossible  Dream”  pennant 
of  1967,  contending  positions  in  the  next  four  years, 
last  year’s  one  half  game  loss  and  today’s 
bright  outlook  for  the  future. 

Although  baseball  has  been  his  prime  interest  through 
the  years,  equally  important  to  Tom  Yawkey  has  been 
his  devotion  to  the  Jimmy  Fund,  the  popular  name  of 
the  Children’s  Cancer  Research  Foundation  of  Boston, 
along  with  his  continuing  interest  in  bird  and  wildlife 
conservation.  Also,  it’s  because  of  his  insistence  that 
Fenway  Park,  despite  being  one  of  the  oldest  and 
smallest  ballparks  in  the  nation,  is  still  a  showplace  for 
baseball  and  the  most  exciting  park  in  the  country, 
with  an  average  of  one  million  seven  hundred  thousand 
fans  attending  Red  Sox  games  for  the  past  six  years, 
tops  in  the  American  League. 

The  40  years  of  Tom  Yawkey’s  ownership  have  been 
dramatic  and  exciting,  but  as  he  looks  at  it . . .  “The 
best  is  yet  to  come!!!”  ...  a  world’s  championship.

Richard  H.  O’Connell 

Executive  Vice-President-General  Manager 

There  is  a  very  direct  correlation  be¬ 
tween  the  fact  that  Dick  O’Connell  took 
overall  charge  of  the  Red  Sox  before 
the  1966  season,  and  a  pennant  fol¬ 
lowed  in  1967,  contending  clubs  ever 
since  and  the  Red  Sox  leading  the 
American  League  in  total  and  average 
attendance  for  the  past  six  years. 

Now  in  his  27th  year  as  a  member  of 
the  Red  Sox  organization,  Dick  learned 
his  lessons  well  as  he  climbed  the 
organization  ladder . . .  business  man¬ 
ager  of  the  Lynn  Red  Sox  in  1946  . . . 
home  secretary  of  the  Red  Sox  in  1949 
. . .  director  of  park  operations  in 
1951  . . .  executive  vice-president  of 
business  operations  in  1960  .  . .  and 
general  manager  in  1965.  The  fact  that 
he  was  familiar  with  every  phase  of 
major  league  baseball  operation  was 
recognized  by  Tom  Yawkey  when  he 
put  him  in  charge 

Although  the  Red  Sox  did  not  make  a 
major  off  season  trade  this  winter,  since 
1965  Dick  has  been  credited  with 
some  of  the  most  astute  trades  made  in 
baseball.  There  was  the  mid-season 
acquisition  of  Gary  Bell,  Jerry  Adair 
and  Elston  Howard  which  helped  to 
assure  the  1967  pennant  and  made 
O’Connell  the  major  league  executive 
of  the  year.  More  recently,  the  deals 
for  Ray  Culp,  Sonny  Siebert,  Luis 
Aparicio,  Doug  Griffin,  Marty  Pattin  and 
Tommy  Harper  have  kept  the  Red  Sox 
in  a  contending  position.  Although  last 
year’s  Danny  Cater  for  Sparky  Lyle 
trade  did  not  pay  the  expected  dividends 
in  1972,  the  extra  man,  shortstop  Mario 
Guerrero  who  has  a  strong  chance  to 
make  the  Red  Sox  in  1973,  may  swing 
the  balance  yet. 

Dick  was  born  in  Winthrop,  Mass,  on 
September  19,  1914.  He  earned  both 
a  Bachelor’s  and  Master’s  degrees  from 
Boston  College,  where  he  played  both 
football  and  baseball.  Later  he  was  a 
prep  school  teacher-coach  before 
World  War  II  Navy  service  as  an  intelli¬ 
gence  officer  in  the  Pacific  theater. 

He  is  married,  with  three  children,  and 
resides  in  Belmont,  Mass.

Haywood  C.  Sullivan 

Vice-President,  Player  Personnel 

“Sully”  enters  his  eighth  season  as 
player  personnel  director  in  1973,  after 
rejoining  the  Red  Sox  in  that  capacity 
in  November,  1965,  and  he  shares  in 
the  credit  for  many  of  the  trades  of 
recent  years. 

He  originally  signed  with  the  Red  Sox 
off  the  campus  of  Florida  University  in 
1952  as  a  very  promising  catcher.  He 
was  also  Florida’s  starting  quarterback 
and  considered  an  outstanding  pro 
football  prospect.  Some  of  the  passing 
records  he  set  for  the  Gators  have  only 
recently  been  broken.  Previously  he 
had  starred  in  both  football  and  base¬ 
ball  at  Dothan,  Alabama  High  School. 

Unfortunately  his  baseball  playing 
career  was  cut  short  because  of  a 
slipped  disc  incurred  with  the  Red  Sox 
in  1958,  and  he  eventually  stopped 
playing  regularly  with  Kansas  City  in 
1963.  He  managed  Birmingham  in  the 
Athletics  farm  system  in  1964,  started 
with  Vancouver  in  1965  before  being 
promoted  in  mid-season  to  take  over  the 
major  league  team.  In  the  fall,  Charles 
O.  Finley  released  him  from  his  con¬ 
tract  to  accept  the  front  office  position 
with  the  Red  Sox. 

He  was  born  in  Donalsonville,  Georgia 
on  December  15,  1930  and  now  makes 
his  home  with  his  wife  and  three 
children  in  Canton,  Mass. 

John  P.  Alevizos 

Vice  President  —  Administration 

John  moves  into  his  fourth  season  as 
administrator  and  director  of  park 
operations  after  a  successful  career 
as  Professor  of  Marketing  at  Boston 
University  and  long  experience  as  a 
management  consultant  and  real  estate 
developer. 

He  was  the  owner  and  general  manager 
of  the  Manchester  Yankees  of  the 
Eastern  League  prior  to  coming  with 
the  Red  Sox.  He  has  been  the  prime 
mover  in  organizing  and  establishing 
the  Red  Sox  minor  league  complex  in 
Winter  Haven,  one  of  the  finest  of  its 
kind  in  Florida,  and  responsible  for  the 
many  innovations  and  improvements 
at  Fenway  Park. 

Prior  to  graduating  from  Boston  Univer¬ 
sity,  he  played  briefly  in  the  St.  Louis 
Cardinals  farm  system  and  now  re¬ 
sides  with  his  wife  and  three  children 
in  Waban,  Mass.

Eddie  earned  a  new  two  year  contract  by  directing  the 
Red  Sox  to  the  final  series  of  the  year  before  losing  the 
American  League  East  division  title  by  one-half  a  game. 
All  this  was  accomplished  despite  a  bad  start  and  several 
injuries  to  key  players.  In  his  three  years  at  the  helm, 
the  club  has  finished  third  twice  and  second  by  an  eye¬ 
lash,  and  Eddie  believes  he  has  the  personnel  to  move 
up  in  1973. 

He  succeeded  Dick  Williams  in  1970,  after  managing  three 


years  in  the  International  League,  with  6th  place  finishes 
at  Toronto  and  Louisville  in  1967  and  1968,  and  second 
with  Louisville  in  1969. 

Eddie  closed  a  10  year  major  league  playing  career  with 
the  Red  Sox  in  1966,  after  previously  playing  for  the  St. 
Louis  Cardinals,  Cincinnati  Reds  and  the  Houston  Astros. 
He  was  the  Reds’  Most  Valuable  Player  in  1960,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  their  pennant  winning  team  in  1961,  and  Houston's 
first  captain  in  1965. 

He  first  signed  into  the  Baltimore  organization  in  1949 
after  graduating  from  high  school  in  New  Jersey,  and 
spent  six  years  in  the  minor  leagues,  interrupted  by  two 
years  as  an  Army  combat  engineer,  before  coming  up 
with  the  Cardinals  to  stay  in  1957.

Certainly,  Luis  was  the  prime  reason  for  the  exciting 
Red  Sox  run  at  the  pennant  in  1972,  as  he  easily 
earned  the  “Comeback  of  the  Year”  award  in  the 
league,  and  became  the  first  Red  Sox  pitcher  to  have 
an  ERA  under  2.00  since  Carl  Mays  did  it  in  1917,  and 
first  Red  Sox  ERA  league  leader  since  Mel  Parnell 
in  1949. 

From  August  1,  1972  on  he  was  the  best  pitcher  in  the 
league,  with  an  11-2  record,  one  save  and  a  1.19  ERA, 
all  11  wins  being  complete  games.  He  was  especially 
effective  at  Fenway  Park  during  the  year,  with  a  10-1 
record,  2  saves  and  1.57  ERA.  His  15-6  mark  for  the 
season  is  more  impressive  when  it  is  noted  he  didn’t  get 
his  first  win  until  June  21  in  relief,  and  had  only  3 
starts  until  July  3. 

All  this  happened  in  a  year  after  he  had  been  released 
by  Minnesota,  pitched  on  a  30  day  trial  with  the 
Braves  farm  club  at  Richmond,  then  with  the  Red  Sox 
farm  club  in  Louisville  and  finally  finishing  the  season  of 
1971  in  Boston.  The  signal  for  his  comeback  might 
have  been  a  no-hitter  he  pitched  in  winter  ball  in 
Venezuela  before  spring  training  last  year.  He  was 
again  effective  in  Venezuela  this  past  winter  after 
arriving  late. 

Luis,  with  his  complex  pitching  motion  and  his  Fu 
Manchu  moustache,  became  a  great  Boston  favorite 
in  1972,  and  few  will  forget  when  over  28,000  Fenway 
Park  fans  gave  him  a  pitch  by  pitch  ninth  inning  stand¬ 
ing  ovation  on  September  20  when  he  shut  out  Balti¬ 
more,  4-0.  It  was  quite  a  season  for  Luis  Tiant  in  1972

It  was  an  in-and-out  season  for  Yaz  in  1972.  He  was  off 
to  a  poor  start,  when  he  injured  his  knee  on  May  9th 
and  missed  26  games.  On  his  return  he  went  on  a  hit¬ 
ting  spree  through  July,  slumped  again  in  August, 
but  he  had  a  September,  reminiscent  of  1967,  and 
hit  .306,  with  8  homeruns  and  24  RBI’s.  It’s  significant 
that  the  Red  Sox  really  got  going  when  Yaz  moved  in 
to  take  over  the  first  base  job,  and  there  is  a  strong 
possibility  he’ll  be  back  there  in  1973,  depending  on 
Cooper’s  or  Evans’  readiness. 

His  credentials  in  12  major  league  seasons  label  him 
a  true  superstar  of  the  American  League  .  . .  three 
time  batting  champion,  six  time  Gold  Glove  winner  as 
an  outfielder,  six  time  an  American  League  All  Star, 
and  MVP  and  triple  crown  winner  in  1967,  when  he  led 
the  Red  Sox  to  the  “Impossible  Dream”  pennant.  At  33, 
he  feels  he  has  four  or  five  more  productive  years  left. 

An  infielder  in  high  school,  he  signed  with  Boston 
after  his  freshman  year  at  Notre  Dame  and  later  ob¬ 
tained  his  degree  from  Merrimac  College.  He  was  cited 
last  year,  along  with  Reggie  Smith,  by  President  Nixon 
for  his  work  in  drug  education,  and  has  always  been 
active  in  the  affairs  of  the  Jimmy  Fund,  the  popular 
name  of  the  Children’s  Cancer  Research  Foundation 
of  Boston.

One  of  the  National  League’s  top  hitters  for  many  years, 
he  joined  the  exclusive  2,000  hit  club  on  July  11,  1970. 
With  the  Red  Sox  he’ll  definitely  see  action  as  a  desig¬ 
nated  hitter  frequently,  and  if  his  knees  are  sound,  he’ll 
see  every-day  action.  Few  hitters  can  show  his  creden¬ 
tials. 

In  12  of  the  15  N.L.  years  in  which  he  was  completely 
healthy  he  hit  over  .300  nine  times,  five  times  he  had 
over  100  RBI’s,  five  times  over  30  home-runs  and  six 
times  over  30  doubles.  He  is  one  of  three  National 
Leaguers  who  was  a  unanimous  selection  as  Rookie  of 
the  Year  —  Orlando  in  1958,  Frank  Robinson  in  1956 
and  Willie  McCovey  in  1959.  In  1967,  when  he  led  the 
Cardinals  to  the  world’s  championship  over  the  Red  Sox, 
he  became  the  first  unanimous  choice  as  National 
League  MVP. 

His  father,  Perucho  Cepeda,  was  a  legendary  player 
known  as  “The  Bull”  in  Puerto  Rico  and  played  till  he 
was  45  years  old.  Orlando  signed  as  a  17-year-old  with 
the  Giants  in  March,  1955  and  his  father  died 
a  month  later.

RED  SOX 
FARM  SYSTEM 

This  is  the  real  heart  blood  of  a  professional  baseball 
operation  .  . .  the  farm  system  . .  .  starting  with  the  scouts 
listed  here  who  spend  each  year  watching  young  baseball 
talent  all  across  the  country  and  in  the  Caribbean,  Central 
and  South  America,  and  in  Canada,  looking  for  future 
major  leaguers,  and  continuing  with  the  various  minor 
league  clubs  listed  and  their  managers,  who  develop  and 
polish  the  raw  talent  that  the  scout  finds  to  hopefully  bring 
the  young  players  eventually  to  Fenway  Park  and  major 
league  stardom. 

Scouting  has  always  been  one  of  the  most  difficult  jobs  in 
baseball,  made  more  difficult  since  1965  because  of  the 
introduction  of  the  free  agent  draft.  Years  ago,  a  scout  who 
found  a  prospect  could  use  all  his  powers  of  persuasion  to 
convince  the  young  player  that  his  future  should  be  with 
the  Boston  Red  Sox.  Today,  a  scout  can  find  a  great 
prospect  but  then  can  only  hope  that  the  young  man  is 
still  available  when  the  Red  Sox’  selection  turn  comes  up 
in  the  draft. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  about  one  player  out  of  each  10 
signed  makes  his  way  to  the  major  leagues  to  stay  for  a 
period  of  time,  and  that  it  costs  variously  from  $250,000  to 
$350,000  to  develop  the  one  player  who  makes  it.  Included 
in  that  cost  are  salaries,  bonuses,  administrative  expenses, 
the  operation  of  the  five  minor  league  clubs,  spring  training 
expenses,  travel,  etc. 

The  fact  that  the  Red  Sox  have  been  successful  is 
indicated  in  this  statistic  —  17  of  the  players  on  the  Red 
Sox  40  man  roster  were  draft  selections,  and  several  other 
players  on  the  Red  Sox  roster  came  in  trades  for  other 
players  who  had  been  drafted  by  the  Red  Sox. 

Contrast  that  with  professional  football  and  basketball,  who 
draft  players  already  well  publicized  nation-wide  and 
developed  by  the  colleges  of  the  country. 

So,  as  the  saying  goes  in  professional  baseball,  “This  is 
where  it's  at”  . .  .  the  farm  system.  Young  players,  who 
have  been  watched  by  Red  Sox  scouts  and  fortunate 
enough  to  be  drafted  and  then  sign  with  the  club  will  get 
special  and  individual  coaching  from  the  first  day  they  put 
on  a  professional  uniform.  At  the  end  of  each  season,  their 
talents  will  be  carefully  evaluated  as  they  move  toward 
Fenway  Park.  The  progress  of  some  is  faster  than  others, 
but  each  youngster  knows  that  if  he  has  major  league 
ability,  he  will  get  the  chance  to  some  day  show  those 
abilities  in  Fenway  Park,  the  most  exciting  baseball  park 
in  the  country  and  before  the  most  loyal  fans.

Boston  has  always  had  a  great  baseball  heritage,  and 
Red  Sox  fans  are  recognized  the  country  over  as  the  most 
knowledgeable  in  the  land,  and  a  great  deal  of  credit  for 
that  knowledge  must  go  to  the  men  of  the  sometimes 
maligned  “Boston  Press.” 

The  active  members  of  the  Boston  Chapter  of  the  Baseball 
Writers  of  America  are  successors  to  a  long  line  of 
distinguished  baseball  writers  who  set  a  standard  which 
has  been  closely  followed  through  the  years.  It’s  true  that 
writing  styles  have  changed  over  the  years  but  the 
commitment  to  accuracy,  to  “tell  it  like  it  is”  is  carried  on. 

The  very  number  of  writers  who  cover  the  Red  Sox  in 
spring  training,  through  the  season  on  a  daily  basis  and 
throughout  the  year  makes  for  a  highly  competitive 
atmosphere  not  always  understood  by  the  players  in  the 
midst  of  their  own  highly  competitive  seasons,  so  there 
are  bound  to  be  differences  of  opinion  each  year. 

Players  traded  from  other  clubs  to  the  Red  Sox, 
accustomed  to  being  interviewed  by  only  one  or  two  writers 
in  their  former  locations,  are  many  times  startled  by  the 
horde  of  writers  moving  into  the  Red  Sox  clubhouse  after 
a  game. 

With  this  volume  of  daily  coverage,  no  true  baseball  fan  in 
New  England  can  be  indifferent  about  the  fortunes  of  the 
Red  Sox  and  the  activities  at  Fenway  Park  because  he  is 
furnished  a  continual  supply  of  information  about  the  club. 
Red  Sox  press  coverage,  therefore,  is  the  envy  of  other 
major  league  organizations  because  the  press  box  at 
Fenway  Park  is  filled  daily  and  nightly  for  all  home  games, 
and  the  number  of  media  representatives  covering  the 
Red  Sox  in  the  spring  and  on  the  road  during  the  season 
is  usually  the  largest  in  both  leagues. 

And  the  result  is  that  New  England’s  informed  fans  have 
made  Fenway  one  of  the  busiest  parks  in  the  nation, 
averaging  a  million,  seven  hundred  thousand  paid 
attendance  for  the  past  six  years,  in  the  smallest  park  in 
the  country.

Ken  Coleman 

After  seven  seasons  of  leading  the 
Red  Sox  broadcasting  crew  on  both 
radio  and  television,  with  the  shift  in 
originating  channels  for  Red  Sox  tele¬ 
casts  in  1972,  Ken  and  Johnny  Pesky 
became  the  TV  voices  for  the  club. 

A  native  of  Quincy,  Mass.,  Ken  had  re¬ 
turned  to  Boston  in  1966  to  replace 
Curt  Gowdy  after  spending  the  previous 
14  years  with  the  Cleveland  Browns  and 
10  with  the  Cleveland  Indians.  He  broke 
into  the  broadcasting  field  in  Rutland, 
Vermont  after  attending  Curry  College, 
and  after  experience  in  Quincy  and 
Worcester,  Mass.,  including  the  play  by 
play  of  Boston  University  football,  he 
moved  up  to  the  Cleveland  Browns 
radio  network  in  the  early  1950’s. 

Last  Fall  and  Winter,  he  was  one  of  the 
staff  of  NBC  television  announcers  doing 
regional  telecasts  of  NFL  games  and 
Eastern  Intercollegiate  basketball.  He 
and  his  wife  and  five  children  make 
their  home  in  Cohasset,  Mass. 

Johnny  Pesky 

One  of  the  all  time  favorite  Red  Sox 
players,  Johnny  joined  the  Red  Sox 
broadcasting  crew  for  the  1969  season 
after  a  long  and  successful  career  as  a 
player,  coach  and  manager. 

He  signed  originally  with  the  Red  Sox 
and  came  to  Boston  in  1942,  and  fin¬ 
ished  his  active  career  with  Washington 
in  1954.  He  coached  under  Ralph  Houk 
in  Denver  in  1955,  managed  in  the 
Detroit  farm  system  from  1956  through 
1960,  and  managed  the  Red  Sox  triple 
A  teams  in  Seattle  in  1961  and  1962, 
before  becoming  Red  Sox  manager 
for  the  1963  and  1964  seasons.  Later 
he  was  a  coach  for  the  Pittsburgh 
Pirates  and  managed  in  their  farm 
system  before  becoming  a  broadcaster. 
A  great  teacher  of  baseball  funda¬ 
mentals  he  still  helps  Red  Sox  minor 
league  infielders  in  the  spring,  and 
helps  to  conduct  Red  Sox  clinics  in  the 
summer.  Born  in  Portland,  Oregon,  he 
now  resides  with  his  wife  and  son  in 
Swampscott,  Mass. 


Ned  Martin 

He  originally  joined  Curt  Gowdy  and  the 
Red  Sox  broadcasting  crew  in  1961 
and  last  year  became  the  club's  number 
one  radio  play  by  play  announcer.  Prior 
to  winning  the  Red  Sox  audition  for  the 
1961  season,  he  had  considerable  ex¬ 
perience  in  baseball  and  all  sports 
broadcasting  in  Charleston,  West 
Virginia. 

A  native  of  Philadelphia,  Ned  has 
attracted  a  large  New  England  follow¬ 
ing  for  his  light  touch  on  the  mike  not 
only  with  the  Red  Sox,  but  also  on 
Dartmouth  and  Harvard  football  games. 
He  is  also  the  sports  director  of  WHDH 
in  Boston. 

He  played  baseball  and  was  an  out¬ 
standing  swimmer  at  Duke  University 
before  World  War  II  service  with  the 
U.  S.  Marines.  He  and  his  wife  and 
three  children  now  live  in  Wellesley, 
Mass. 

Dave  Martin 

Dave  was  a  veteran  of  18  years  of 
sports  broadcasting  when  he  joined 
Ned  on  the  Red  Sox  radio  network  last 
June. 

A  native  of  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa  and  a 
graduate  of  Oklahoma  University,  he 
had  considerable  minor  league  broad¬ 
casting  experience  before  coming  up 
to  the  Chicago  White  Sox  in  1968,  and 
followed  that  with  three  years  on  the 
Cleveland  Indians  television  network. 

He  is  also  the  radio  voice  now  of  the 
New  England  Whalers  of  the  World 
Hockey  Association.  He  lives  with  his 
wife  and  two  children  in  West  Peabody, 
Mass.
